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HIS LIFE AS TRACED BY HIS WORKS 
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President of the Dickens Fellowship of New York 


N the Main Exhibition Room of The New York Public Library’s Central 
Building, the Library and the Dickens Fellowship of New York have 
brought together a thoroughly representative exhibition relating to “Charles 
Dickens, His Life and Works” —to be open to the public from May 1 
through August 31, 1929.* This exhibition attempts to give a view of 
Dickens’s life activities from the time when, as an eighteen-year-old reporter 
in the gallery of the House of Commons, his first love affair ended disas- 
trously to the day when he lay down his pen for the last time on his desk in 
the Swiss chalet at Gad’s Hill. For the first time, in all probability, a 
practically complete assemblage of Dickens first issues is shown. 

Charles Dickens said in his will signed the year before his death, “I con- 
jure my friends on no account to make me the subject of any monument, 
memorial, or testimonial, whatever. I rest my claim to the remembrance 
of my country upon my published works and to the remembrance of my 
friends.” In the Poets Corner in Westminster Abbey is only a flat stone 
with the words: “Charles Dickens. Born February the Seventh, 1812. Died 
June the Ninth, 1870”; but in the hearts of millions, as he had asked, is a

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living memorial to the master of English fiction. It is now almost sixty 
years since the last words of Edwin Drood were written, yet the fame 
of Charles Dickens grows ever greater. It is said that of all works of Eng- 
lish fiction, “Pickwick Papers” has had the largest circulation. A story is 
told of a general in the Civil War, who carried in his saddle-bags, through- 
out his campaigns, four books: the Bible, the Book of Common Prayer, 
Shakespeare, and Pickwick Papers. He said that there was no crisis of body 
or mind that could not be helped by one of these books. Pickwick, Sam — 
Weller, Tiny Tim, Little Nell, are real persons who once lived and we are 
even shown where they lived. Controversies still rage as to which house was 
the “Old Curiosity Shop,” as to where Samuel Pickwick, Esq., G. C. M. P.C. 
-slept, or whether Edwin Drood was murdered. 

David Christie Murray has said: “Dickens has a living part in the life 
of the whole wide world. He is on a hundred thousand magisterial benches 
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every day. There is not a hospital patient in any country who has not at 
this minute a right to thank God that Dickens lived. What his blessed and - 
bountiful hand has done for the poor and oppressed, and them that had 
no helper, no man knows. He made charity and good feeling a religion. No 
other single man ever sowed gentleness and mercy with such a broad sweep. 
The new man may say of Dickens that his sentiment rings false. This is a 
mistake. It rings old-fashioned. No false note ever moved the world, and 
the world combined to love his very name. There were tears in thousands 
of households when he died, and they were as sincere and real as if they 
had arisen at the loss of a personal friend.” 

More and more we are recognizing that Dickens was not only a great 
writer but a great man, and that much of his enduring fame is founded upon 
the rock of his service to mankind. All his life he fought against oppres- 
sion and ignorance, using all of his tremendous energies. He was one of the | 
founders of the first hospital for sick children in England; he helped by his ; 
voice, his pen and his substance lyceums in London, Manchester, Birming- - 
ham, Liverpool, and other cities, which provided libraries and opportunities 
for education for those otherwise unable to obtain them. Pages could be 4 
written telling of the practical help given by him to those in dire need. Let 
it not be forgotten that Dickens started the agitation which abolished public 
hangings in England, which razed to the ground the Marshalsea and Fleet 
prisons, where thousands had languished for debt. Reform of the ad- 
ministration of the poor laws, prison reform, administrative reform, were all 
greatly indebted to his activities. It has been well said that “Dickens regarded 
himself not merely, or primarily as a novelist, but as a social force.” 
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_ The first known manuscript of Dickens is a portion of a burlesque called 
“O’Thello,” written in 1833, before anything from his pen had appeared 
in print. 

The earliest known autograph letters are some he wrote to Henry Kolle, 
a young friend of his. The first one is dated 1830 and is the earliest 
Dickens letter, with the exception of one schoolboy note. Young Kolle 
was engaged to one of three sisters named Beadnell, and introduced Dickens 
into this family circle. Dickens promptly fell in love with the youngest 
sister, Maria. Dickens was then only eighteen years old and was a reporter 
in the gallery of the House of Commons. This lovevaffair continued for 
about three years, but his suit was disapproved by ‘the Beadnells. For a 
while Kolle acted as the bearer of letters between Dickens and Maria, until 
the prototype of Dora in “David Copperfield” rejected the young reporter. 

When Dickens’s first published contribution, “A Dinner at Poplar Walk,” 
Was printed in the Monthly Magazine for December, 1833, he wrote to 
Kolle, saying, “I am so dreadfully nervous that my hand shakes to such 
an extent as to prevent my writing a word legibly.” Yet in four years, 
he was the most popular writer in England — the author of “Sketches by 
Boz,” “Pickwick Papers,” and “Oliver Twist.” 

The second article by Dickens that was printed was called “Mrs. Joseph 
Porter Over the Way,” and appeared in the Monthly Magazine for January, 
1834. This article was the first of Dickens’s writings to be printed in 
America. It appeared in Waldies Select Circulating Library, published 
in Philadelphia, in the issue dated August 26, 1834. 

Dickens contributed two sketches to the Library of Fiction, a short-lived 
monthly, published by Chapman and Hall, the first number of which was 
dated January, 1836. The first article in this number was “The Tuggs’s at 
Ramsgate,” and was illustrated by two plates by Robert Seymour. In the 
April number appeared “A Little Talk about Spring, and the Sweeps,” 
with a plate by R. W. Buss. It is a curious thing that these two artists were 
also the first to illustrate “Pickwick Papers” and that the publishers of the 
Library of Fiction were also the publishers of “Pickwick.” The first plate 
which illustrated “The Tuggs’s at Ramsgate” was probably the first illus- 
tration made for any of Dickens’s writings. 

Dickens’s first published work was called “Sketches by Boz.” Some of 
these had been published in the Monthly Magazine, the Evening Chronicle, 
and Bells Life in London and Sporting Chronicle. Others were new. There 
were two series — the first in two volumes in 1836, and the second in one 
volume in 1837. An edition in parts was also issued in 1837-1839. 
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Next came the great “Pickwick Papers,” the first number of which 
appeared in April, 1836, and the last double part in November, 1837. 
“Pickwick” was issued in monthly parts. There were supposed to be twenty 
parts, but the last two (19 and 20) were combined in one. This is the 
reason we usually see the various books that were issued in parts described 
as being “20 in 19.” There was no part issued for June, 1837, as the publica- 
tion was interrupted by Dickens’s grief over the death of Mary Hogarth, 
his wife’s young sister. The most celebrated of the first issues of “Pickwick 
Papers” is the one called “The Mary Hogarth Pickwick,” because each of | 
the first fourteen numbers bears on the outside front cover an inscription 
to Mary Hogarth, written by Dickens’s own hand. | 

By the original agreement with Chapman and Hall, Dickens was to get | 
nine guineas for each printed sheet (sixteen pages). It is interesting to know | 
that he drew in advance for the first two numbers in order that he might + 
marry Catherine Hogarth. The marriage license, shown in one of the | 
cases, is dated April 2, 1836. | 

Only a few hundred copies were printed of the first four parts of “Pick- } 
wick” and the publishers were discouraged; but, with the introduction of 4 
Sam Weller and Jingle, interest grew rapidly and soon the sales reached } 
40,000. Robert Seymour, the artist who illustrated the first two parts, 
committed suicide on April 20, 1836. R. W. Buss drew the two plates for 
Part III; but, as he was not satisfactory, Hablot K. Browne — famous 4 
as “Phiz” — took up the task with Part IV. “Phiz” illustrated most of # 
Dickens’s novels up to “A Tale of Two Cities,” published in 1859. 

“Pickwick Papers” was the work of young men. Dickens was twenty-four 
years old. “Phiz” was only twenty-one, and both Chapman and Hall were 
young men. 


Some of the specially interesting “Pickwick” items are: a portion of thei 
original manuscript, only a few pages of which are in existence; a copy of theif 
Quarterly Review, dated October, 1837, containing the celebrated review ofi} 
the book, in which it was said of Dickens that, “as he has risen like a rocket, 
he will come down like a stick” (surely the worst prophecy ever made), 
together with an autograph letter written at 48 Doughty Street to Serjeanti 
T. N. Talfourd (to whom “Pickwick Papers” was dedicated), in which|| 
Dickens replies to this criticism; and many different editions, plays, anc} 
special illustrations. ) | 

One of Dickens’s earliest tasks was that of editing a monthly magazine — 
called Bentley’s Miscellany, which was under his direction from the firs 
number, issued January 1, 1837, to February, 1839. He wrote a numbet} 
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of short articles for this magazine, including the “Public Life of Mr. 
Tulrumble” and what was afterward called “The Mudfog Papers.” In 
it appeared the first publication of “Oliver Twist.” 

In 1836 there was printed a small pamphlet called, “Sunday Under 
Three Heads.” This was an appeal for a more liberal Sunday, and bears 
on the cover three crude woodcuts by “Phiz.” In the same year appeared a 
play, “The Strange Gentleman,” and an opera “The Village Coquettes.” 
The real first issue of “The Strange Gentleman” is one of the scarcest of all 
Dickens items, especially with the “Phiz” frontispiece. In the exhibit we 
have two copies —a large paper issue, and one which was used as a prompt 
book for a production of the play in America and which bears the book- 
plate of Augustin Daly. Dickens, of course, wrote only the words for 
“The Village Coquettes,” the music being composed by John Hullah. 

“Oliver Twist” was the third of Dickens’s books being published in three 
volumes in 1838, after its serial publication in Bentley’s Miscellany. This 
story was illustrated by George Cruikshank, and was afterward published 
in parts in 1846. In 1838, Dickens edited the “Memoirs of Joseph 
Grimaldi,” the celebrated clown, whom he had seen perform when a little 
child. This book was in two volumes, illustrated by George Cruikshank. 

“Nicholas Nickleby” appeared in 1838 and 1839 in the “20 in 19” parts 
which became the usual form for the first issue of Dickens’s works. The 
covers, as in “Pickwick,” were green, and Dickens afterward referred to 
this method of publication as “his green leaves.” 

After “Nickleby,” however, Dickens decided to try another form in 
which to publish his stories; and so there appeared on April 4, 1840, 
the first number of a weekly publication called Master Humphrey’s Clock, 
which continued until November 27, 1841. In this form was first published 
“Old Curiosity Shop” and “Barnaby Rudge.” The 88 weekly parts were 
afterward issued in 20 monthly parts and then in three volumes. 

In January, 1842, Dickens embarked on his first trip to America. He and 
Mrs. Dickens made the ocean voyage in a ‘small side-wheel steamer called 
the Britannia. Forster says that “during the whole voyage the weather had 
been unprecedently bad, the wind for the most part dead against them, the 
wet intolerable, the sea horribly disturbed, the days dark, and the nights 
fearful.” All somewhat typical of the commotion aroused in the United 
States when the “American Notes” was published in 1842, in two volumes. 

Dickens was not specially pleased with his experiment of the Master 
Humphreys Clock form of publication. Having in mind, before he made 
his trip to America, a new story, he made arrangements then to resume the 
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monthly form in parts, or as he put it, “I purpose, if it please God, to com- 
mence my book in monthly parts, under the old green cover, at the old 
price,” which was one shilling. This book was “Martin Chuzzlewit,” 
which appeared from January, 1843, to July, 1844. 

In December, 1843, appeared the first of the Christmas Books, “A Christ- 
mas Carol,” which has been called the greatest short story ever written. 
Thackeray said about this story: “As for Tiny Tim, there is a certain passage 
in the book regarding that young gentleman about which a man should 
hardly venture to speak in print or in public, any more than he would of any 
other affections of his private heart. There is not a reader in England but 
that little creature will be a bond of union between the author and him.” 
The “Carol” was followed by “The Chimes,” issued December 20, 1844, 
but dated 1845; “The Cricket on the Hearth,” in December, 1845, and 
dated 1846; “The Battle of Life,” dated 1846; and last “The Haunted 
Man and the Ghost’s Bargain,” dated 1848. 

“Pictures from Italy” was originally printed in the London Daily News © 
(which was founded by Dickens and of which he was the first editor), in the 
form of letters describing his travels in that country. The letters were : 
entitled “Travelling Sketches, written on the Road.” The book, comprising ; 
these letters and additional new matter, was published in 1846. 

“Dombey and Son” appeared in monthly parts from October, 1846, to 
April, 1848. The writing of this story was begun in Switzerland, continued 
in Paris, Brighton and Broadstairs and finished in London. Dickens wrote 
to his sister, “I have taken great pains with it, and have been continually | 
crying over the manuscript.” Dickens lived his stories as he wrote them. 
Perhaps this is one of the reasons why they continue to live. 

“David Copperfield,” with its unforgettable “Micawber,” and its revela- 
tions of Dickens’s sad boyhood days, was also published in the “green leaves,” '] 
from May, 1849, to November, 1850. 

From 1852 to 1854 appeared the longest of Dickens’s stories, “Bleak 
House,” in parts; “A Child’s History of England,” in three volumes; and 
“Hard Times,” which was dedicated to Thomas Carlyle, who was one of 
Dickens’s staunchest admirers. This story first appeared in serial form in| 
Household Words, and afterward in one volume in 1854. 

“Little Dorrit” was published in parts from December, 1855, to June, 
1857. This story was originally called “Nobody’s Fault,” and was partly, 
written in Paris. | 

“A Tale of Two Cities” was a shorter story than usual, taking only “8 in’ 
7 parts, from June to December, 1859. Its first publication was as aif 
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serial in All the Year Round, starting in the first number of that weekly 
periodical. 

There were only three more long stories to come from Dickens's pen, 
and these were spread over the last ten years of his life. “Great Expectations” 
was published in three volumes in 1861; “Our Mutual Friend” in monthly 
parts from May, 1864, to November, 1865; and the unfinished “Mystery 
of Edwin Drood,” in six monthly parts, from April to September, 1870. 
The last part was published three months after the death of Charles Dickens 
on June 9, 1870. 

During this ten-year period, also, there appeared “The Uncommercial 
Traveller,” which was a collection of short articles which were first published 
in All the Year Round in 1860, and afterward in book form in 1861. A 
second edition was published in 1866, with eleven new papers, and a third 
in 1875, with eight additional papers. 

Some of Dickens’s shorter stories were first published in America. “Hunted 
Down” was written for the New York Ledger and appeared in that weekly 
in the numbers for August 20, August 27 and September 3, 1859. The story 
was afterward printed in book form in this country in 1861 and in England 
in 1870. 

“George Silverman’s Explanation” was published as a serial in the Atlantic 
Monthly for the months of January, February and March, 1868. 

“A Holiday Romance,” a children’s story, was written for Our Young 
Folks, and appeared in that monthly for January, March, April and May, 
1868. 

Forster says that for each of these three stories Dickens received £1000. 

Among Dickens’s many activities was that of an editor and publisher. 
We have already spoken of Bentley’s Miscellany and the London Daily 
News. In 1850, he started a weekly publication called Household Words. 
The first number was issued March 30 of that year and it continued until 
May 28, 1859. Dickens owned one-half of this publication, the publishers 
(Bradbury and Evans) one-fourth, and H. W. Wills (the assistant editor ) 
and John Forster, one-eighth each. After a quarrel with the publishers, 
Dickens discontinued this publication, and started a new weekly journal, 
which he called All the Year Round. The first number was dated April 30, 
1859, and it was continued until after Dickens’s death. 

During the continuation of these two periodicals, from 1850 to 1867, 
there was published at each Christmas time, an extra Christmas number. 
These contained the “Christmas Stories,” as they are called. Dickens col- 
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laborated with Wilkie Collins, Mrs. Gaskell, and others in the writing of 
these Christmas Numbers. | 

There are many minor works of Charles Dickens. Some of them are of 
interest for special reasons, such as the following: 

“The Loving Ballad of Lord Bateman,” 1839. This is celebrated for 
combining in one small book Dickens, Thackeray and George Cruikshank. 
The “ballad” was written by Thackeray, the Preface and Notes by Dickens, 
and the illustrations were by Cruikshank. 

“The Pic-Nic Papers,” 1841. This was a three-volume publication edited 
by Dickens, and to which he contributed “The Lamplighter’s Story.” It 
was published to obtain funds for the benefit of the widow and family of 
* John Macrone, the first publisher of “Sketches by Boz,” who had died, 
leaving his family in great poverty. 

“Evenings of a Workingman,” 1844. This little book was written by John 
Overs, a “carpenter with a literary turn,” who, knowing that he was doomed 
to die of consumption, hoped by this publication to leave some small property 
to his wife. Dickens took a great interest in the project, revised the copy, 
found a publisher for the book, and wrote a Preface for it. These last two 
books are instances of the generous, sympathetic Dickens, who helped in 
practical and effective ways the poor and the unfortunate, and counted not 
the cost to himself in time and effort.

This exhibit is noteworthy for the number of original manuscripts of 
Dickens which are shown, including those of three of the Christmas Books.

AvuToGRAPH LETTERS 


Dickens was a voluminous letter-writer, and an unusually excellent one as 
well. There are many interesting, amusing and noteworthy letters extant. 
An autobiography, from his eighteenth year onward, might be written in 
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2 extracts from his letters. There are a great many shown. Some of them 
_ have typewritten transcriptions, so they may be easily read. You may note 
Bose his handwriting changed, and how his early signature differs from the 
later one’. Most of Dickens’s writing was done with a quill pen, on bluish 
paper, in blue ink. 


Prays AND PLayBILLs 


Dickens’s first literary effort was a play, and all his life long he was an 
amateur actor of note. It was one of his most loved recreations; and one by 
which he obtained the means for his contributions to ,worthy objects. He 
wrote a number of plays — “The Strange Gentlemart,” “Is She His Wife,” 
“Mr. Nightingale’s Diary,” “No Thoroughfare,” “The Lamplighter,” and 
the “comic opera” called “The Village Coquettes.” He collaborated in 
others. There were innumerable plays written by other authors which were 
based upon Dickens’s stories. One of them is called: “Sam Weller, or, the 
Pickwickians,” written by W. T. Moncrieff. The copy shown is a prompt 
book, belonging to an actor named W. J. Hammond, who took the part of 
Sam Weller. This actor afterward came to this country, died here, and 
is said to be buried in Trinity Churchyard. The play was written and 
performed at the New Strand Theatre, London, before “Pickwick Papers” 
was finished. The termination of the drama was therefore different from 
that of the book. In the play Mrs. Bardell was found guilty of attempted 
bigamy (her husband being Alfred Jingle), and Dodson and Fogg were 
sent to Newgate for conspiracy. The curtain fell on the final scene, with all 
the characters acclaiming the accession of Queen Victoria! 

Numerous playbills show the first or early performances of many of these 


plays. 
Music 


Dickens wrote the words of several songs, such as “The Ivy Green” from 
“Pickwick Papers” as well as those in the opera “The Village Coquettes.” 
There were many musical compositions, both vocal and instrumental, dedi- 
cated to him. Some were named with the titles of his stories. Others were 
ballads about Dickensian characters, such as “Little Nell” and “Little 
_ Em’ly.” 

SPEECHES 


To most readers of Dickens, even to his greatest admirers, his speeches 
are practically unknown. Yet he was an eloquent, convincing, and finished 
speaker, who could, as in his stories, move his audience to laughter or to tears. 


— 
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He made many forceful:speeches for the furtherance of the causes whic 
were dear to him. Many of these were printed in separate form, some 0 
them being exceedingly scarce. They have also been collected and publishe 
‘1 book form. To those who have never read Dickens’s speeciies, ther 


remains an unexpected treat. 


READINGS 


One of the principal, and perhaps the greatest, of Dickens’s activitie 
during the last ten years of his life was his public readings from his work: 
They exacted a tremendous demand upon his bodily and nervous forces, an 
no doubt contributed considerably to the hastening of his death. His secon 
trip to America in 1867 and 1868 was a reading tour. Some of his greates 
personal triumphs were at his readings, when he came into direct persona 
touch with his myriads of admirers. There are various “reading editions,” a 
they are called, giving the text of the selections as made by Dickens. Som 
of them were privately printed for his use. 


RELIcs AND SPECIAL ITEMS 


Many personal relics of Dickens survive. One of them, in the exhiby 
is a small, folding case containing a lock of Dickens’s hair, accompanied by a 
original photograph and an autograph letter. There is also the pen wit 
which Dickens wrote his last letters and made his last corrections — on th 
galley proof of the “Mystery of Edwin Drood.” 

There are many portraits — original photographs, sketches, and plates — 
showing Dickens from boyhood, through early manhood, until we come t 
the deeply-lined face of his later years. There are also a number of caric: 
tures, as Dickens, like all great men, was frequently lampooned. 

When his father, John Dickens, died, he sent the death notice, in his ow 
handwriting, to the London Daily News (of which he was the first editor 
Accompanying it is the addressed envelope. 

There is shown a leaf, torn from the register of Day’s Royal Hotel : 
Birmingham, June 7, 1848, which bears the signatures of Dickens, h 
brother Frederick, G. H. Lewes, Mark Lemon, Augustus Egg, and Fran 
Stone. All except Dickens added what they considered an appropriate quot: 
tion to their signatures. This leaf is a memento of one of his theatrical trip 
when these friends of his were giving several plays in Birmingham and othe 


cities for the purpose of raising a fund for the benefit of the actor Sheridz 
Knowles.

_ An interesting little item connected with the last trip to America, is a 

“bill-of-fare of the Parker House, Boston, dated April 6, 1868, when Dickens 
_was stopping at this hotel. He gave his last reading in Boston two days later, 
on April 8. It is interesting to note the food and drink which were served 
at a first-class hotel in those days, shortly after the end of the Civil War — 
also the prices. 

Dickens often gave to his friends copies of his books. Usually he signed 
these on the title-pages or fly-leaves with some presentation inscription in 
his handwriting. There are a number of these to be seen: “Pickwick Papers,” 
“A Christmas Carol,” “David Copperfield,” “American Notes,” “Cricket 

-on the Hearth,” “Little Dorrit,” “The Village Coquettes” and the “Christ- 
mas Books” in one volume. 


We have spoken of only a small part of this wonderful exhibit, being 
animated by a desire to give a general survey, which would serve as an 
introduction to a detailed study of the treasures spread before you. It is a 
graphic portrayal of one of the most astonishingly active and creative lives 
ever lived. Into the years from 1836 to 1870 were crowded an accomplish- 
ment of written works, containing five and a half millions of words, letters 
and speeches which called for the writing of a million more words, all done 
_ by his own hand with a goose-quill pen. His readings, his practical works of 
- charity, his efforts in behalf of worthy and vital causes which his heart loved, 
his theatrical activities, his travels over Europe and America, his editorial 
labors, all combined to make those years a veritable steaming caldron of life. 

The immortal memory of Charles Dickens! His was a life well lived, a fame 
well earned, an immortality well assured. 


EARLY AMERICAN EDITIONS OF THE 
WORKS OF CHARLES DICKENS 
By Herman Le Roy Epcar ann R. W. G. VaiL 


HE early American editions of the works of Charles Dickens present 

so many features of real interest and in many cases are so rare that it is 
difficult to understand why they have attracted so little attention from col- 
lectors in the past. 

The impossibility in some cases of determining the first editions of any 
particular work is one of the excuses often given, while the other points of 
interest are completely lost sight of; and the lack of any accurate list of 
these early editions may also have curbed the incentive of collectors. 

During the very earliest days of Dickens’s authorship, the first few 
chapters of some of his works, evidently from parts just received from 
England, were reprinted in pamphlet form, or in book form with other 
reprints from English publications. These are of great rarity and may be 
considered, at least in part, the first American editions of these works. 

The great majority of his publications even at a late date, were reprinted 
on poor paper and soon destroyed, with the result that those issued in parts 
are undoubtedly much rarer than the English editions of the same kind. 

The lack of any copyright law at that time enabled publishers to issue 
his works without any authority from the author and often no payment was 
even gratuitously tendered. It is of interest to know that this was the cause 
of the first real effort on the part of authors in both Great Britain and this 
country to bring about a copyright law that would protect the rights of 
authors in both countries. 

The illustrations in these early editions were in most cases copied and 
engraved in this country, while in some editions the illustrations of American 
artists were substituted for those issued in the English editions. 

Space does not permit the mention of the many other points of interest 
in these early editions. They must be left to the discovery of the real col- 
lector, to whom this study will be a constant source of interest and of infor- 
mation about the early publishing houses of our country. 

It is hoped that the following checklist, although it does not pretend to be 
complete, will be of assistance to those interested in this subject. 
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___ This checklist aims to record such titles only as are in the exhibition or are 
4 owned by The New York Public Library and could not be shown for lack 
3 of space. Because of these limitations and the haste with which the list had 


_ to be prepared, additions and corrections will undoubtedly suggest them- 
selves. Such suggestions will be gratefully received, and will be particularly 
useful in the event of the issuance of a revised edition of the list. They 
should be sent to Mr. R. W. G. Vail, The New York Public Library, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-second Street, New York City. ;

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AWARD OF THE MEDAL OF THE BIBLIOGRAPHICAL 
SOCIETY TO DR. WILBERFORCE EAMES 


HE gold medal of The Bibliographical Society (London) “for distin- 

guished work in Bibliography without restriction as to nationality or 
membership of the Society” has been awarded to Dr. Wilberforce Eames, 
Bibliographer of The New York Public Library, and Librarian of the Lenox 
Library, 1893-1895. Mr. George F. Barwick, President of the Society, in 
his letter to Dr. Eames, under date of February 23, 1929, writes: “I have 
the honor to offer you one of these medals in recognition of your exten- 
sive studies in Americana and of your standing as the doyen of American 
bibliography.” 

The other recipients of medals in this first award by the Council of The 
Bibliographical Society are Dr. Montague R. James, Provost of Eton, 
Trustee of the British Museum, and author of many bibliographical and 
other scholarly volumes; Dr. Konrad Haebler, author of “Handbuch der 
Inkunabelkunde,” Leipzig, 1925; Mr. Alfred W. Pollard, Keeper of 
Printed Books, British Museum, 1919-1924, and author of many important 
works on early printing and book illustration; and Dr. R. B..McKerrow, 
Editor of the Review of English Studies, and author of the “Introduction 
to bibliography for literary students,” 1927. 

The beautifully designed gold medal, cast at the Royal Mint, shows on 
one side a medieval scriptorium; on the other side, an early printing press. 
Around the edge it bears the inscription: “InstrruTED. MCMXxXVIII. — 
AWARDED TO WILBERFORCE EAMEs. 1929.” These medals are provided 
from an endowment fund created by the gift of Eustace Fulcrand Bosanquet, 
Esq., of Priors Hardwick Byfield in the County of Northampton, England. 
An illustration of the medal accompanies this notice.

URING the month of April, 1929, there were received as gifts 6,030 
volumes, 16,007 pamphlets, 138 maps, and 26 prints. Among the 
many interesting items were the following: 


_Lecacy: By a bequest under the will of the late William Crawford, 
Monroe, Orange County, New York, the Library received a large and 
important collection of books, pamphlets, periodicals, etc., including sets 
of Dickens, Thackeray, Scott, Ruskin, Kipling, George Eliot, Luther Bur- 
bank, and other authors; also many interesting single items, among which 
were — “Poems chiefly in the Scottish Dialect by Robert Burns,” 2 v., Edin- 
burgh, 1800; “Life and Adventures of the Famous Moll Flanders...” 
London, 1765; “Hudibras,” London, 1761; “The Auncient History of the 
Septuagint written in Greeke, by Aristeus 1900 yeares since... Newly 
done into English by I. Done” [John Donne], London, 1633; and others. 
The collection comprised 1,330 volumes, 118 pamphlets, 185 periodicals, 
2 portfolios, and other material. 

Manuscripts: From Mr. Vivian Burnett came the original manuscript 
of “The Secret Garden” by Frances Hodgson Burnett, his mother. This 
gift was described at greater length in the Bulletin for April, 1929. From 
the Rev. Dr. H. C. Robbins, came a collection of correspondence of the 
Hon. Levi P. Morton on official, political and social matters during the 
period from 1878 to 1898, including letters from Presidents McKinley and 
‘Benjamin Harrison, James Russell Lowell, John Hay, General Sherman, 
Roscoe Conkling, George S. Boutwell, Whitelaw Reid, John Wanamaker, 
Joseph H. Choate, and Elihu Root; also a book of newspaper clippings relat- 
ing to Mr. Morton during the years, 1859, 1868, 1870-8.

ADDITIONS AND USE OF THE LIBRARY DURING APRIL, 1929 


URING the month of April, 1929, there were received at the Library 

31,513 volumes and 17,155 pamphlets. (These include the additions 

to both Reference and Circulation Departments.) The number of volumes 
issued for home use by the Circulation Department, was 983,386. 

The total number of recorded readers in the Reference Department, Cen- 
tral Building, was 177,183, no record being kept of the use of books on the 
open reference shelves. The estimated number of readers and visitors at 
the Central Building was 322,000 —- arrived at by adding 15 per cent to the 
incomplete count made by the doormen (280,240).

PRINT-MAKING IN VARIOUS LANDS 


There could hardly be a simpler and clearer illustra- 
tion of the diversity of interest, the width of appeal, 
indicated by the term “‘prints,’’ than is offered by this 
little list of books recently added to the Print Room’s 
shelves. These are brought together here by the mere 
chance of acquisition during the same period. Hardly 
two deal with the same special topic, yet all fall within 
the field of the print-lover. In this shelf-full of books 
we ramble over Europe and into Asia, we turn from 
black-and-white to color through various processes of 
engraving, we touch on specialties such as portraits and 
paving cards and the incunabula of printing, we spring 

rom one century to another. We find in all this the 
implication of personal expression as varied as the 
countries and periods covered, and we have, moreover, 
the choice of the scholarly work and the popularizing 
one. We touch on topics so far apart that one may 
conceivably find collectors and amateurs specializing 
in one with no particular interest in the other. All of 
which stresses again the old fact that “prints’’ means 
many things to many men.
